Recent storms break record snow-fall totals 


Officials urge caution 
when traveling this winter

AGAWAM =- This winter is on track to 
being one of the worst in almost 15 years 
with snowfall totals breaking records set in 
the 1995-1996 winter season. 

The Agawam Police Department and 
Department of Public Works are looking to 
residents for cooperation during winter 
storms as they continue to try to find a place 
to put snow and work through multiple 


storms that are wreaking havoc on the roads. 

Agawam Police Chief Robert Campbell 
said major accidents have been kept to a 
minimum during this winter with minimal 
damages. 

“We will see a spike in fender-benders 
during and after storms,” said Campbell. 
“But the accidents are usually at low speeds 
and there is not much damage. They also 
result in very few injuries.” 

Campbell had several good tips for people 
that end up having to go on the roads during 
the winter storms, though motorists are 
always advised to avoid driving when a 
storm is happening. 

In order to avoid being stranded, motorists 


should always make sure they have a full 
tank of gas when going out on the road. 

“You never know if you are going to have 
an accident or get stuck in the snow,” said 
Campbell. “You want to make sure you are 
able to stay warm because you may be there 
for a while.” 

He also advised to make sure to carry 
items such as snow brushes, blankets, and 
even water in the car. He advises to make 
sure your vehicle has properly-functioning 
windshield wiper blades and plenty of wiper 
fluid, especially during ice storms. 

With this year’s particular winter, roads

Schools 
use up 
snow days

AGAWAM - Winter has hit the country 
hard this year, especially in the Northeast. 
While adults are worrying about snow 
removal budgets, messy commutes, and 
where to put the snow from the next storm, 
children are celebrating what is becoming 
a once-a-week occurrence in Western 
Mass: the Snow Day. Nevertheless, as 
with any excessive celebrating; there’s 
usually a price to pay for it, and additional 
school days in June will be the fee for all 
the time off this winter. 

According to school officials, 
Agawam Public Schools built five days 
into the school calendar as they do every 
year. With no snow days, summer recess 
would have begun June 18 this year. If 
no more than five snow days occurred 
for the 2010-2011 school year, then stu- 
dents would have had their last day of 
school on June 25. 

But with the spate of storms that have 
hit the area this month, Agawam has 
already used its five allotted snow days. 

As this paper went to press, two back- 
to-back storms hit the area and schools 
were cancelled yet again. Agawam 
Schools Superintendent Dr. Mary A. 
Czajkowski sent ConnectEd messages out 
to parents Monday, Jan. 31 stating that she 
would like to try and get at least a half-day

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New direction splits local chambers

AGAWAM - The West of the River 
Chamber of Commerce, which serves 
Agawam and Feeding Hills, has split from 
the Affiliated Chamber of Commerce of 
Greater Springfield. The reason for the split 
was the need to move in a new direction with 
a different management company. 

“During the last two and a half years, we 
took the time to refocus on membership and 
how to provide needed services,” said Remo 
Pizzichemi, vice-chair of the WRC Board of 
Directors and Transition Committee 
spokesman.

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Decision threatens real 
estate market recovery

AGAWAM - An attorney who practices 
real estate law in Agawam expressed concern 
this week that a recent decision of the 
Supreme Judicial Court of Massachusetts 
could do serious harm to the state’s residen- 
tial properties market unless the problems it 
will generate are addressed by the legislature. 

In an opinion that will have significant 
consequences for mortgage foreclosures 
throughout this state and that may even have 
national implications (should federal courts 
and those of other states find its reasoning 
persuasive), the court found on Jan. 7 that two 
banks that had sought to foreclose on home- 
owners in Springfield had failed to “make the 
required showing that they were the holders 
of the mortgages at the time of foreclosure.” 
Thus, their requests for what is called a “‘dec- 
laration of clear title” were denied. 

Richard C. Young, of Young & Young in 
Agawam, said that the decision - U.S. Bank 
v. Ibanez - throws into question, not just 
looking forward but retrospectively as well, 
the customary procedure in Massachusetts. 
“Local standards have been that an assign- 
ment would be executed and passed from 
one party to another, but not recorded. The 
assignments establishing a chain of title 
would all be recorded when and if the title 
was foreclosed on. Under Ibanez, every 
assignment will have to be recorded; will 
have to become a matter of public record, 
before legal action can be instituted.” 

What is more disturbing, he said, is that by 
demanding such a chain of recorded assign- 
ments, the SJC has thrown a lot of land titles 
into question. “If you bought a house from a 
bank that had foreclosed on it, and the Ibanez 
issue was present, then the foreclosure can 
now be in question, and therefore, your title 
is in question. If you bought from somebody 
who bought from a bank that had foreclosed

on it, the same applies. This doesn’t merely 
apply to recent transactions, but forever.” 

There have been (quite tentative) signs of 
a recovery of the real estate market in 
Massachusetts. Although single-family home 
sales in the state fell in 2010 compared to 
2009, there was some quarter-by-quarter 
increase within 2010. The first quarter was 
the slowest, with only 7,312 sales statewide. 
The fourth quarter was more than 28 percent 
better, with 9,448 sales. 

Young is concerned that the recovery of 
the real estate market could be threatened by 
the confusion of titles. “The best way to 
address the issue would be legislatively,” he 
said. “A new statute could make it clear that 
transfers of title that preceded Ibanez and fol- 
lowed the procedures then customary are 
secure.” 

“One of the terms of the power of sale 
that must be strictly adhered to us the restric- 
tion on who is entitled to foreclose,” the 
court said in its decision. Under the relevant 
statute, the power of sale can be exercised by 
“the mortgagee or his executors, administra- 
tors, successors or assigns.” The court quot- 
ed a Michigan decision in 2007 that said 
foreclosures by a party who has not yet been 
assigned the mortgage is a “structural defect 
that goes to the very heart of defendant’s 
ability to foreclose by advertisement” and 
renders the resulting sale void. 

In one of the two specific cases before it, 
the bank’s claim that it was the assignee was 
based largely upon a private placement 
memorandum (PPM), which the court 
described as a “273-page, unsigned offer of 
mortgage-backed securities to potential 
investors.” 

The court rejected this use of the PPM, 
because it “described the trust agreement as 
an agreement to be executed in the future, so 
it only furnished evidence of an intent to 
assign mortgages to U.S. Bank, not proof of 
their actual assignment.”

his winter has been brutal. We saw 
record snowfall in January, and 
with this week’s forecast of snow 
and ice, February isn’t looking much better. 
For even the strongest and healthiest 
among us, keeping up with shoveling our 
driveways and walkways is a daunting 
task. If you are strong and healthy, take a 
moment to count those blessings. 

Now take another moment to imagine 
that you are elderly, injured or physically 
impaired. Suddenly the task of snow 
removal isn’t simply annoying, inconven- 
ient or even difficult - it’s impossible. 

Do you have a neighbor who, through no 
fault of his or her own, can’t keep up with 
the snow? Be a neighbor and help out. 
Clear the snow from their walkways and 
driveways, so they can stay mobile. Make 
sure that any vents are free of snow to pre- 
vent dangerous levels of carbon monoxide 
from building up in their homes. 

While you’re at it, check on elderly 
and/or infirm neighbors to make sure their 
homes remain heated, that they have access 
to their prescription medications, that they 
have food in the house. If the strong and 
healthy among us are having a difficult 
time running errands and traversing these 
snow-slick streets, it’s no stretch of the 
imagination to think that your neighbor 
who is less healthy, less strong, is strug- 
gling. 

And make sure that you and your loved 
ones are prepared for weather emergencies. 
Dangerously low evening temperatures and 
accumulating snow and ice set the stage for 
power outages. Make sure you clear your 
rain gutters to prevent ice buildup, and 
remove the snow from the roof to prevent 
costly damage. 

Prepare an emergency kit that includes 
flashlights, fresh batteries and bottled 
water. Keep extra blankets and extra warm 
clothing, including hats and gloves, on 
hand. 
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Even with rising gas prices, make sure 
you keep your gas tank full to help keep 
the fuel line from freezing. 

And please keep pets indoors! While 
long-haired breeds do better in cold weath- 
er, short-haired and small breeds and any 
pet whose health is compromised are at 
risk outdoors. Remember that your pets 
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have become accustomed to warmth. 
Keeping them outside for extended periods 
of time is as hard on them as it is on you. 
When they need to go outside, stay out 
there with them. If you begin to feel dis- 
comfort, your pet is beginning to feel it, 
too. When you bring your pet back 
indoors, remember to wipe their paws to 


remove salt and chemical ice melt prod- 
ucts, which can cause damage to their 
paws and to their overall health if ingested. 

We offer these simple reminders to help 
keep you, your neighbors and your pets 
safe as the winter weather continues. To 
end on a warmer note, the first full day of 
Spring is Monday, March 21.

I love taking my car out in the snow; it’s fun and I like 
to know that in the event I need to, I can safely get myself 
from Point A to Point B. It’s the other drivers of which ’m 
wary, like the pickup truck driver who tried to muscle his 
way past me on snowy/icy streets. I’d like to say for the 
record that I stayed in second gear and kept the beast at 
bay, at least until I had to turn and he roared past me. I 
wonder if he made it safely to his destination. 

A police officer friend of mine put it best last week 
after he was called out to several spinouts following the 
storm. 

“So there’s a Jeep Commander off the road into about 
3-4 feet of snow in the median of I-91,” he said. “Moral

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Incinerator catches fire

AGAWAM - A fire broke out in an 
incinerator at the Bondi’s Island industrial 
plant on M Street near the Connecticut 
River last Thursday morning, fire officials 
confirmed. 

Deputy Fire Chief Alan Sirois said this 
week no one was hurt in the incident and 
there was minimal damage to the incinera- 
tor, which caught fire for the second time 
in about two years. 

The plant, which incinerates thousands 
of tons of trash every day, will need to be 
more careful about what they are burning, 
Sirois said. 

The incident started when a paraffin- 
based product, which is highly flammable, 
caught fire underneath the nearly three- 
story incinerator. 

“What we believe happened is the prod- 
uct was liquefied in the incinerator and 
seeped out of the incinerator and under- 
neath it, where it caught fire,” said Sirois. 

He said underneath the incinerator is 
below the ground and continues machinery 
and hydraulics for the incinerator. It caught 
fire and the Agawam Fire Department was 
called to the scene at 12:31 p.m. 

The fire was brought under control in 
about 20 minutes and nearly 20 firefights 
spent two hours on the scene making sure 
the area was safe. Other functions of the 
plant were not shut down during the fire 
suppression process. 

“For them to shut their plant down 
would have taken hours and cost millions 
of dollars,” Sirois said. “It was not feasible 
for them to shut down their other opera- 
tions but they did shut down the incinerator 
where the fire was.” 


Sirois commended the firefighters 
involved in the incident for doing an excel- 
lent job getting the fire extinguished quick- 
ly and making sure no one in the plant was 
hurt. 

“We take these industrial incidents very 
seriously and exercise a lot of caution 
because it can be very complicated maneu- 
vering through these places,” said Sirois. 
“Our firefighters did an excellent job get- 
ting this fire out quickly.” 

He said the fire was extinguished by get- 
ting two hoses into the area where the fire 
was and extinguishing the fire with water. 

“We had to work to get those hoses into 
where the fire was in order to get the fire 
out,” Sirois said, adding that the fire was 
not huge, but was still a moderately-sized 
fire. 

The facility manager reported approxi- 
mately $20,000 worth of damage to just 
the one incinerator. Nothing else was dam- 
aged during the incident, Sirois said. 

Sirois said a similar incident happened 
approximately two years ago that resulted 
in a fire under an incinerator, which is an 
enclosed fire machine. 

“They need to take a look at this and 
take steps to prevent this from happening 
in the future,” he said. 

Bondi’s Island is located in Agawam, 
but the facility itself is owned by the city of 
Springfield. The property is located near 
the West Springfield border. The investi- 
gation was conducted by the Agawam Fire 
Department. 

Since 1988, the plant has grown to 
include five waste management facilities 
located on the property. It was previously 
a waste water treatment plant and severed 
several surrounding communities back in 
the 1970’s.

High school makes curriculum changes

AGAWAM - Agawam High School 
has made changes to its curriculum to 
align it with the MassCore standards. 
Specifically, AHS has announced that it 
will add an additional year of high 
school math to its curriculum. The 
school deviated from the standards in 
that it previously only required three 
years of math. Beginning with the class 
of 2015 (the current grade 8 class), four 
years of high school math will be 
required for all students. 

In addition, AHS has re-examined its 
elective offerings and enhanced them to 
accommodate student interests as well 
as technology for the 2011-2012 school 
year. 

High School Principal Steven 
Lemanski said the changes are nothing 
new. 

“We do this every year, we look at 
what we offer and change courses and 
curriculum to better meet the needs of 
the students. Typically, we begin work 
during September to revise and make 
changes for the next school year. We 
plan to begin earlier this year so we 
have more time to work on changes,” 
said Lemanski. 

Elective course changes include the 
addition of four half-year courses by the 
English department including public 


speaking; William Shakespeare and his 
works; short stories and composition; 
and poetry reading, writing, and analy- 
SiS. 

The performing arts department will 
now split its piano and guitar course 
into two, separate one-semester cours- 
es. 

Lemanski said they are also looking 
into offering more science-, technolo- 
gy-, engineering-, and mathematics- 
centered (STEM) classes. 

“We are beginning to look at STEM 
education and trying to update courses 
to meet the needs of students. A few 
years back we took a close look at busi- 
ness and computer technology courses 
and revamped or eliminated classes that 
were not subscribed to. We are current- 
ly working with technology education 
to update curriculum and ensure we are 
not duplicating what is being offered at 
the Lower Pioneer Valley Educational 
Collaborative. We plan to look at 
STEM in the integration of curriculums 
from the different subject areas. 

“We are still learning about true 
STEM offerings and will be looking to 
develop a few to help our students 
become familiar with careers in the 
STEM area and what is available to 
them. The objective is to have more stu- 
dents take courses in the Tech Ed 
Department so they have the opportuni- 
ty to see careers offered in tech ed,” 


said Lemanski. 

The tech ed department has dropped 
power technology and vehicle care and 
maintenance because they are very sim- 
ilar to a course offered at the Lower 
Pioneer Valley Collaborative, which is 
attended by some Agawam students. 
The department also dropped 35-mm 
photography in lieu of a digital photog- 
raphy course that will be offered by the 
Business and Instructional Technology 
Department. This department has also 
replaced Yearbook Journalism with 
Publication Production, in an effort to 
keep up with the changes in technology. 

In addition to the fourth year of math 
component, the math department added 
a technical math course and created the 
STEM-centered course conceptual 
physics/technology lab, which will be 
co-taught by both a Science teacher and 
Tech Ed teacher. 

The Science Department added 
forensics and AP environmental science 
in addition to the conceptual 
physics/technology lab. 

Agawam Schools Superintendent Dr. 
Mary A. Czajkowski said these changes 
are necessary to keep Agawam’s cur- 
riculum current and competitive. 

“With these changes to our curricu- 
lum we will be aligned with the Mass 
Core and will provide more rigor to our 
courses in preparing students for 21st- 
century skills,” said Czajkowski.

Potter Mansion was originally built by Captain John Potter 
as his family home in 1776 and was located in North 
Brookfield. The Gilbert Farmstead was built in West 
Brookfield by Levi Gilbert and his brother Peletiah. 

Today, youngsters in this fascinating program will learn 
crafts and play games of the period. Crafts include candle 
dipping, quill pen calligraphy and more as well as indoor 
games of skill. 

All youngsters in the program will have the chance to par- 
ticipate in all activities. At the end of the day, each will return 
to the 21st century with their creations to show family and 
friends.
